This House calls upon the Government of China to grant consular access to Mr. Celil and investigate 
the claims of mistreatment and torture both promptly and impartially, and to ensure that Mr. Celil's rights 
are fully protected; to review the allegations against Mr. Celil with a view to returning him to Canada; and 
this House calls upon the government of Uzbekistan to explain why Mr. Celil was extradited to China 
instead of Canada, since he was travelling with a Canadian passport.

I was away in Tajikistan until last week as was copied on some C4 
transmissions but again no request for assistance was ever sent to me. 

HoM in Almaty did however contact me both by E-mail and by telephone to inquire on doing 
checks through my HQ which I have done and responded to her by E-mail and by telephone. 
Dissemination of my responses was left to the discretion to the HoM Almaty as the focal 
point due to her specific requests for information on this matter. 



I did not want to make any independent inquires with any CA authorities as not to 
jeopardize anything that Almaty or Moscow was doing and I was not aware of behind the 
scenes work by Moscow, Almaty, and or Consular Ottawa.

Hon. Peter MacKay: Some of the issues, I suspect Iran will be a subject of discussion. 
Question: What will you be talking about regarding Iran? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, clearly there's escalated concerns and issues around nuclear proliferation. I'll be very 
anxious to hear from fellow foreign ministers how their countries are dealing with this, what pressures, what 
potential sanctions. We know it's before the UN Security Council so they're getting close to perhaps progressing 
further with their plans to try to keep the pressure on Iran. 

Question: And getting back to the NATO, Afghanistan, do you think Canada should be under a NATO command 
sooner rather than later? What's the government's feeling on moving that from Enduring Freedom to NATO? 
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Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, we're there in large force. It's the largest force that's been deployed from Canada in 
over 20 years. We are working in conjunction with other countries, as you know, including the Dutch. So this is 
obviously going to be a situation where Canada's playing a leading role. When and how the transition will take 
place will be known soon. 

Question: Do you want it sooner or later or what's your personal position on that, what it should be? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, look, as far as the transition is concerned we're going to be relying on very much the 
input from the Minister of Defence of course who's going to be talking directly with the Chief of the Defence Staff. 
And those are discussions that are still ongoing. 

Question: What further pressure do you think needs to be put on Iran? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: I'm sorry. 

Question: What further pressure do you think needs to be put on Iran? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, the UN Security Council is seized with the issue right now. They have various means 
in which they can bring about sanctions. They can talk about ways in which other countries can involve 
themselves in the sanctions that we've seen in the past that have attempted to dissuade the type of provocative 
actions that are going on inside that country right now. So, you know, Canada will be part of those discussions 
and we'll certainly be making our voice known at the table. 

Question: Do you want to hear more about these reports of preemptive strike knockout nuclear facilities? You're 
aware of those obviously and do you want to know more about that? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, look, information is of course power in these situations. However, I think the public 
leaking of information at this time is not helpful because it leads to a lot of speculation. I think it has to be a 
measured, knowledgeable and effective response taken in unison with other countries. It's the world community I 
think that has to be very much working together to try to bring about a chance in attitude from inside Iran. 

Question: Would Canada support a preemptive strike? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Look, there's no - there's absolutely no discussion that I'm aware of around preemptive 
strike. 

Question: Minister, on the Celil case, have we asked the Russian or American authorities for any kind of 
diplomatic cooperation or any troops or any kind of pressure? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: The Celil case? 

Question: Yes. 

Hon. Peter MacKay: I met with his wife today in my office and we had a very frank discussion about what 
information we have. Unfortunately it's quite limited and of course it's information that's guarded because of the 
privacy nature of what's happening right now. But what I can tell you is what I've told her and that is that we're 
going to do everything we can to bring about his release, to bring about further information of his well-being. 
Consular officials have made contact with him albeit brief and some time ago and we as yet have not been able to 
ascertain even the reasons for his detention. So we're continuing that effort and our consular officials are working 
very hard to do so. I may have occasion to meet with the Russians and the Americans just to see if they have any 
further information. 

Question: Do you share her fears though that (inaudible)? 
Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, she certainly has that fear. 
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Question: But do you share it? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Well, look, I would fear for any Canadian citizen who may be facing unlawful detention, who 
may be facing harm as a result of being sent to a country where we know human rights violations occur. And so, 
as I said, we're going to continue to work very hard to get more information about his well-being and to try to 
secure his release. That's what we have to do. 

Question: Do the Canadian officials think that there's a reasonable ground to believe that they would deport him 
to China? 

Hon. Peter MacKay: Look, I don't have any specific information that this deportation order is in effect or any 
information pertaining to personal charges that even exist against him. There has been no official communication 
on that score.

I wish to assure you that officials of Foreign Affairs Canada in Tashkent, 
Uzbekistan, in Moscow, Russia, and in Ottawa, are aware of Mr. Celil' s case and 
have been working tirelessly towards a resolution. Officials are actively 
continuing their diplomatic efforts and are in regular communication with Mr. 
Celil' s family. 

The Consular Affairs Bureau is mandated by the Privacy Act, which act 
prohibits the disclosure of personal information by a government department or 
agency unless the consent of the individuals who are the subject of the 
information has been obtained. Any personal information cannot be disclosed to 
unauthorized parties without the explicit consent of the individuals concerned. 

As you can appreciate, the Canadian government has a legal obligation to 
safeguard the privacy of Canadian citizens. I am unable, therefore, to comment in 
detail on Mr. Celil' s case.
